Progressive Japan. 


About three hundred year» ago the 
liretdiscovery and settlement by Eu­ 
ropeans of Japan was made by the 
Portuguese. Tney were well received 
by the natives; there was no system 
?f exclusion then, and the foreigners 
vere at liberty to go where they pleas- 
td in the Empire, and to travel from 
me end of it to the other, by land or 
sia. The Christian religion was intro- 
dlced without opposition,and converts 
were made by the thousand. The good 
feeling, however, was destined to come 
to an end, and was occasioned by the 
Portuguese clergy, who, from quarrel­ 
ing among themselves, attempted to 
interfere with Government affairs—an 
interference which terminated in the 
expulsion of the Portuguese in 1630. 
Tie Dutch,Englisli and Russians have 
sir.ce made overtures toward a treaty 
wiih Japan, with more less success; 
but it is to the United States that the 
world is indebted for the treaty effect­ 
ed by Commodore Perrv in 18¡¡3 by 
which the products and resources 
of this strange people were opened 
to the commerce of the world; The 
good feeling then inaugurated has 
eontinuod to grow between the two 
countries. Several embassies have vis­ 
ited our shores, and young men in 
great numbers are now studying at 
our universities, or l^iug educated at 
the naval and military academies, and 
returning reluctantly. On our streets 
the sight of a Japanese has ceased to 
be a curiosity; and all this marvelous 
ehange has been brought about in less 
than twenty years. There is 
BUT ONE T HING WANTING 
To Insure for our own State the im­ 
mense advantages to be derived from 
commercial intercourse with that 
country, and it is an improved ship­ 
ping system in Japan. Prior to the 
expulsion of the Portugese, the Japan­ 
ese made voyages to neighboring coun­ 
tries in vessels constructed by them­ 
selves. 
They even went as far as 
Java; hut after the expulsion of the 
Portugese the former liberal policy 
was abandoned, and in its place the 
most stringent orders were issued, by 
which, under penalty of death, the na­ 
tives were forbidden to leave their 
country. 
Navigation declined, and 
only short coasting voyages were 
made, until a few years ago. Their 
coasting trade is very large, and the 
fisheries, in which many thousands of 
small junks are engaged, are exten­ 


sive. The construction of their ves­ 
sels. as to model, is very clumsy, and 
their open sterns prevent them from 
going so far out to sea as to lose sight 
of the land. Of late years they have 
imitated and built vessels after foreign 
models. 
The Japanese are an exceedingly in­ 
dustrious people, they are quick in 
imitating and make excellent me­ 
chanics. Foreigners—principally En­ 
glish, French, Dutch and Americans— 
have kindly volunteered to sacrifice a 
few years of their valuable existence 
and instruct the Japanese in the dif­ 
ferent mechanical pursuits. Millions 
of dollars have been expended by the 
Government in the purchase of ma­ 
chinery of all kinds for the working 
of wood and metal. In Government 
employ, most of the foreigners are 
I r juch and Dutch, and under their in­ 
struction the Japanese are making 
rapid progress in the building of war 
vessels. The country abounds in the 
.very best material for shipbuilding, 
and oidy the encouragement and a 
slight assistance from the Government 
is needed to entirely 


CHANGE T H E IR PRESENT MODE OF 
SH IPBUILD ING . 
The late Japanese Consul, H. D 
Dunn, some time ago called the atten­ 
tion of the ‘Japanese Government to 
the present faulty and dangerous style 
of coasting vessels as used in that 
country, contrasting them with those 
of our country. He pointed out the 
great advantages to he derived as a 
seafaring people and to which their 
position entitled them, from which 
they were now debarred, solely be­ 
cause their ships were unfit for sea 
voyages. He suggested that the Gov­ 
ernment should appropriate a certain 
amount for which he proposed to fur­ 
nish them with models and plans of 
vessels of American build suitable for 
the coasting trade, and which, al­ 
though small, would be safe enough 
for the circumnavigation of the globe. 
In a sliort time an answer was re­ 
ceived accepting his proposition. The 
services or the well-known naval 
architect of the Three Brothers, E. J. 
Anderson, were procured ana this 
morning the models and plans of six 
vessels leave for Japan. They range 
in tonnage from 250 tons to 20 tons. 
The plans, twenty-four in number, 
and the specifications are sufficiently 
explicit to enable the Japanese to 
build the vessels after the plans fur­ 
nished. without the assistance of any 
warm-hearted missionaries or carpet­ 
baggers. Among the models are those 
of tne well-known fast vessels, the 
Nautilus and the Atalanta, which 
were generously contributed by Cap­ 
tain Mathew Turner. Too much credit 
can hardly be bestowed on Mr. Dunn 
for his motive and foresight in this 
matter, and to him the State in the 
course of perhaps but a few years will 
owe its gratitude, when in our harbors 
Japanese vessels shall be as numerous 
as those of other foreign countries.— 
[Chronicle. 


Mexican War Veterans. 


The National Association of the 
Veterans af the Mexican War was or­ 
ganized by the late Convention of the 
delegates from the various States 
which assembled at the city of Wash­ 
ington on tho 1st of January last. The 
officers of tho Association consist of a 
President, one Vice President from 
each State, five Secretaries, one Treas­ 
urer, and a Counoil of Administration 
of one from each State. The President 
of the National Associatkn is General 
George Cachvallader, of Pennsylvania. 
California is represented by Colonel 
James E. Nuttman as Vice President, 
and the Hon. S. O. Houghton, M. C., 
as one of the Council of Administra­ 
tion. The States and Territories are 
divided into five divisions, with one 
of the Secretaries to each division. 
California is attached to the second 
division; which division smbraces all 
States east of Pennsylvania, and those 
States and Territories bordering on the 
Pacific Coast. The Secretary of this 
division is Mr. Francis I). Clark, No. 
254 Broadway, New York. 
The Secretary of each division will 
keep a record of the names of all who 
served in the Mexican War now resid­ 
ing in the district under his charge, 
/ and forward the names to Wasliing- 
ton, where a record will also be kept 
of all now living in the United States; 
and, as Congress has now under dis­ 
cussion the bill granting a pension of 
$8 per month to all who served in the 
Mexican War and received an honor­ 
able discharge, it becomes the interest 
of all those entitled to the benefits of 
this law to forward their names and 
address to the Secretary of their divi­ 
sion, so that he may be able to proper­ 
ly record them in the archives of the 
Association. 
Late advices from the Capital gives 
assurance that the measure meets with 
favor among the members of both 
houses, and but little or no opposition 
to the granting of the pension is anti­ 
cipated. General James S. Negley of 
Pennsylvania, General John A. Logan 
of Illinois, Governor Thomas Swan of 
Maryland, Governor Marcus L. Ward 
of New Jersey, and Hon. S. O. Hough­ 
ton of California, are among the advo­ 
cates and friends of the Veterans of the 
Mexican War. The next annual meet­ 
ing of the Association will be held at 
Washington, D. C., February 22, 1875. 
That of 1876, at Philadelphia. General 
W. T. Sherman represents the Army 
as a Vice-President, and Commodore 
Pnbius Stanly the Navy. 


Brutal Prize Fight. 


A prize fight for a purse of $200 took

lace early this morning, Feb. 10th, 
etween Jim Codey and Tom Maloney. 
The men were to have fought yester­ 
day morning, but Maloney failed to 
be on the ground in time 
The back­ 
ers of the men made new arrange­ 
ments, and it was decided to fight this 
morning in a room in the outskirts of 
Brooklyn. At 3 A. m. a large" crowd 
of sporting men had assembled to wit­ 
ness the mill. At 3:10 the fight com­ 
menced, and twenty-six 
desporat 
rounds were fought, when Codey was 
declared the winner. Both men were 
terribly punished and presented a pit­ 
iable sight. They were completely 
exhausted at the end of the fight, 
which lasted one hour and eleven 
minutes. 


The trial of the Shasta stage robbers 
ended the 13th. Shorty, Hays, Jacob 
Clark and Charles Thompson were 
sentenced to a term of twenty-one 
years each in the Penltentiaty. They 
confessed to having committed the 
robbery.

The rapid increase of wealth and 
population in the large cities, and the 
fact th at their concentrated voting 
power has, in some cases, been turned 
to advantage by corruptionists, lias 
led th at class of enthusiasts who think 
that all tlh? evils incident to civiliza­ 
tion can at once be corrected by an 
act of the Legislature, to propose that 
people living in cities shall, in a m ea­ 
sure, he disfranchised. 
Experience has shown that such 
projects are mischievous, and always 
result in injury to the cause of good 
government; but enthusiasts never 
consult such an old-fashioned guide as 
experience, and theories have more 
weight w ith them than facts. 
The fundam ental principle of a free 
government is the absolute equality of 
the people before the law, and every 
departure from this idea has resulted 
disastrously. There are undoubtedly 
states of society in which nothing but 
a despotic governm ent can succeed; 
but we do not rem em ber of any at­ 
tem pt on the part of a Republican 
governm ent to ride despotically over a 
portion of its people th at has m et 
w ith encouraging success. The very 
incongruity of such an attem pt will 
always defeat the intention. 
The 
idea of declaring to the world th at we 
arc a free people, and then coolly pro­ 
posing to disfranchise a large portion 
of our people because they reside in 
cities, or are engaged in banking, is so 
; absurd th at it never will, for any con­ 
siderable length of tim e, receive the 
favorable consideration of thinking 
people. 
How to manage the large elem ent in 
our cities, th at through ignorance, or 
w ant of sym pathy w ith our institu­ 
tions, arc a constant menace to good 
order, is a problem that cannot be 
solved at once. Certain it is th a t any 
legislation savoring of proscription 
will make the m atter worse. 
Knownothingism , directed as it was 
against the hordes of ignorant for­ 
eigners collected in the great Eastern 
cities, seems to the superficial observer 
a necessary precaution against the 
Hood of ignorance and vice th at Eu­ 
rope was daily pouring on our shores, 
but the sober sense of the American 
people soon saw th at the principle was 
a false one, and it was buried beneath 
the condemnation of public opinion. 
So w ith the dem and for a property 
qualification, and with the Massachu­ 
setts idea of m aking education a test. 
The great difficulty in lim iting the 
right of suffrage and representation is 
that no one knows where it w ill stop. 
If a property qualification is demanded, 
and m any apparently sound argum ents 
may be urged in its favor, there are 
just as good and even better reasons 
for m aking the possession of a million 
dollars necessary to entitle a man to 
vote, as a hundred. 
If education, then 
there is ju st as m uch latitude. 
Coming down to the latest phase of 
the theory that w hile Republican in­ 
stitutions in the m ain are all right, 
but th at there are cases in w hich it is 
unsafe to stand by them , and th at the 
dwellers in great cities are one of the 
dangerous classes that ought to be 
muzzled, we find the same difficulty 
presenting itself. The dividing line 
cannot be drawn. 
If it is necessary to 
the safety of Los Angeles county that 
its 20,000 inhabitants should have an 
equal representation with San Fran­ 
cisco’s 100,00o, then the farm ers can 
urge with equal force that the safety 
of their interests dem ands that the 
eity of Los Angeles shall be muzzled. 
The dense population of the city over­ 
comes the scattering population in the 
country, and to correct this th e coun­ 
try folks can properly ask th a t their 
uncultivated acres should be counted 
against our votes. 
hr Han Bernardino county the argu­ 
m ent would apply |w lth still greater 
force. It lias a vast extent of unset­ 
tled territory, but the bulk of the pop­ 
ulation is In the town of Han B ernar­ 
dino. 
Now if three representatives were ap­ 
portioned to th a t county, the town 
would on the basis of population, be 
entitled to two of them , hut 011 the 
principle of*giving territory the pre­ 
ponderance, the country would take 
Ihe two, and a voter 011 a farm is more 
than equal to two voters in the town. 
But there is no reason that can be 
urged in favor of m aking territory a 
basis of representation, th a t will not 
apply w ith greater force to w ealth and 
business interests. If San Bernardino 
can point to its expanse of land and 
say this should oll'set 50,000 people in 
Han Francisco, Los Angeles can with, 
greater force urge th at her orange or­ 
chards and bands of sheep are as valu­ 
able to the Htate, and should be count­ 
ed as factors, in determ ining the ratio 
of represention. 
The people would 
cease to be the controlling elem ent in 
our government, and an aristocracy 
founded on wealth would take the 
place of our democratic institutions. 


Th a t disinterested Sanborn is anx­ 
ious to compromise, and if let off will 
save the G overnm ent untold millions. 
It is strange th at these fellows never 
find out their value till 
they are 
shown to be thieves. 


A Sw oepirq; Arr>ftndmont. 


Home 0110 has offered in the Legisla­ 
ture, an am endm ent in the Codes au­ 
thorizing tiie formation of Corpora­ 
tions for the purpose of pursuing any 
lawful business. The business of land 
brokerage is lawful, when pursued by 
an individual, but it is not a sale pow­ 
er to confide to a Corporation. Usually 
the power to acquire or hoi 1 real es­ 
tate has been prohibited to corpora­ 
tions, and the N ational Currency Act, 
autborizingthe organization of Banks, 
expresslyt stipulates that no corpora­ 
tion formed under its provisions shall 
hold any more real estate than m ay 
be necessary for the site of its banking 
house. 
Even when land m ay come 
into its hands in enforced paym ent of 
a debt, it m ust sell it. 
No other form 
of land monopoly is so dangerous. 
Men die, but corporations, practically, 
live forever. W e lim it their existence 
but perm it them to reorganize as often 
as they wislg 
A 11 am endm ent to the 
Codes prohibiting the acquirem ent of 
lands by corporations, beyond the 
am ount necessary to the transaction 
of their business, should at once be 
adopted. 
The am endm ent should be 
so framed that Homestead Associa­ 
tions when the object is to secure and 
improve homes for the nieniWHV'tVfmTr! 
still be legal, but even these corpora­ 
tions should be prohibited from ac­ 
quiring or holding m ore land than is 
needed for the purposes of t he organi- 
nation, and if a surplus is by any 
means acquired, the law should pro­ 
vide for its sale, in a reasonable time. 
The worst evils we suffer, flow from 
the monopoly of the soil. M illions of 
acres of our best lands have been gath­ 
ered up by a few individuals who hold 
them out of the m arket, keeping away 
population, and retarding the progress 
of the Htate. 
We should he careful 
how we give any more opportunities 
for speculating in the homes of the 
people. 


T h e Wool-G row ers 


The day set for the adjourned m eet­ 
ing of the Wool-growers’ Convention 
is still some distance off, but in view 
of the great im portance of the Wool 
interest it will not b<} amiss to call a t­ 
tention again to the subject, and urge 


011 those engaged in the raising of 
sheep, the necessity of a full attend­ 
ance. A late num ber of the Southern 
Californian gave as one reason why 
there was indifference, that an a t­ 
tempt was made to com m it th e Con­ 
vention at the start to the Perkin’s 
scheme for establishing a wool-scour­ 
ing house, at W ilm ington. 
W hether 
this is 11 to ease or not, we have no 
means of knowing, but certainly the 
m atter is entirely in the hands of the 
Convention, and if all those interested 
will attend there need be no fear that 
any particular interest will capture 
the Convention, and run it for private 
advantage. 
Wool is one of our m ost im portant 
products, yet, for various reasons, thi* 
business has not been as profitable as it 
should be. The changed condition of 
things in Southern California, too, has 
affected the business, and if it is pur­ 
sued w ith profit in the future, im prove­ 
ments m ust be made, not only in the 
raising of sheep, but in preparing the 
wool for m arket, and in the mode of 
selling. A thorough canvass of all the 
points of interest, by practical men, 
cannot help resulting in benefit to the 
business, and through it to the coun­ 
try at large. Therefore, we hope to see 
every m an engaged in seeep raising 
present at the m eeting of the Conven­ 
tion in this city on the 7th of next 
month. 


Slavery in Egypt. 


There are 110 slaves in E gypt—at 
least so say the rulers of the country. 
Nevertheless there exists at this day 
an institution in Egypt which, to the 
un ini dated appears like the slavery of 
a whole people ; and which, by its a l­ 
most unique peculiarity, shows how 
little the institutions and the govern­ 
ment of the country have changed in 
the last five or six thousand years. 
Did Cheops wish to build a pyam idr 
which should be the wonder of the 
world, he had but to give the order, 
and straightw ay a 


H U N D R E D THOU SAN D M EN 
Were set to work. 
They toiled for 
three m onths; a t the end of that tim e 
a like num ber of men took their place; 
and so the work went on until the 
chief corner stone was brought 011, and 
the people returned to their homes. In 
order to give some idea of the under­ 
taking, Herodotus tells us “ th at lie 
who interpreted 
th e 
inscription,” 
carved on the face of the pyram id, 
“ told me, us I well remember, that 
the sum expended in supplying the 
workmen w ith onions and garlic 
amounted to 1,(100 talents,” or in other 
words, about $1,000,000. 
But, this 
great work Accomplished, the people 
did not rest long from their labors ; 
each succeeding king found work for 
them. 
And so, after the lapse of another 
three or four thousand years, history 
repeats itself. 
The Pharaoh of the 
present day does exactly as did the 
Pharaoh who built’the

whereas 
Cheops expended $1,000,000 011 food for 
the laborers, the Pharaoh ®f the pres­ 
ent day makes his laborers not only 
supply their own food, hut bring their 
own tools. This m ay appear incredi­ 
ble, hut a few facts will show the ac­ 
tual state of affairs. 
A new canal for jiurnosos of irriga­ 
tion is now required in 
some of 
the provinces of Middle Egypt, not 
very far from Cairo. 
It i s ‘to start 
from Asslout, some 250 miles away, 
and runs parallel w ith the N ile almost 
to Cairo. 
Orders are issued to Gov­ 
ernors of districts to supply the neces­ 
sary am ount of labor; these settle the 
proportion of each Mohdeer under 
them: these make requisitions upon 
the Hhieks of the villages to supply 
their quota, sometimes to the extent 
of half the m ale population. 
The 
Shiek lias tlie selection of the men. 
b o y s, and sometimes girls, who are all 
ROUND TO SERVE, 
unless they can obtain substitutes. 
J hey are marched off’, wives and chil­ 
dren being left to take care of tliem- 
■ e lv e s a« best they can, and are put 011 


board immeuso barges on the Nilo, 
which aro towed down stream some- 
LiYile9 five or six abreast, to b e landed 
at some distant spot. 
The arrangement is th at they work 
and live together In parties according 
to the villages they come from. 
They 
m ust bring a bread supply for fifty 
days; if it is exhausted before that time 
they must replenish a t their own ex­ 
pense. 
If they are detained beyond 
the fifty days, they are supplied with 
bread at Government expense. They 
are a line, strong race of inen. There 
is certainly'no superfluous fat about 
them , «but they arc well built and 
broad-shouldered. They live entirely 
in the open air, aud, rolling them ­ 
selves in a brown woolen cloak, 


S I,E E I‘ W ELL ENOUGH 
on the dry, hard ground and under 
the starry skv of Egypt. To some 
questious as to what would become of 
their wives and children during their 
absence, they replied, “Allah is great, 
and will provide for them .” 
Nor is this canal the only public 
work carried on in Egypt. Here we 
have t>0,00<> men at work; but 80,000 
men are employed at tlie sam e mo­ 
m ent in cutting a new canal from near 
t lie head of the Delta to supply more 
water to the M ahmondich Canal, run­ 
ning to Alexandria. 
And a sim ilar 
num ber have lately completed tlie em ­ 
bankm ent for 100 miles of railway in 
the same district. So that at least 
140,000 have been at work in forced 
labor. 
It is, in fact, taxing the popu­ 
lation 
BA LABOR, 
instead of in tlieir pockets, and these 
works are often a direct or indirect 
benefit to themselves. 
Nearly every 
one of these men cultivates for him ­ 
self an acre or two of land which but 
produces sufficient doorrli, or Indian 
corn, or wheat, for the subsistence of 
his family, and a t ordinary times liis 
principal labor is in lifting water, by 
means of a pole and a bucket, for the 
irrigation of his land. 
But when the 
first crop is gathered—as it is in the 
m onth of May—the rich land must lie 
idle and sun-baked till after next high 
Nile, if it is too far from the river or a 
canal to render irrigation possible. In 
this way thousands upon thousands of 
acres of the richest land are now lying 
idle sim ply for the w ant of means of 
irrigation, which will be improved by 
such canals as these.

A Good Chance for Investment. 


The capacity of ¡Southern California 
for fruit raising is unlim ited, but th e 
want of capital prevents a great m any 
from cultivating, to any great extent, 
the semi-tropical fruits, while the 
w ant of a m arket deters them from 
raising the ordinary fauits. Peaches 
and numerous other fruits grow here 
w ithout any trouble, and they come 
into bearing a t so early an age th at a 
quick return is secured; hut we have 
only a lim ited m arket, and the culture 
of such fruits is necessarily a precari­ 
ous business. 
W e have often won­ 
dered that, w ith ^his state of things, 
somebody has not gone into the busi­ 
ness of canning and preserving our 
fruits. 
Great qnantitles of canned 
fruits, jam s, jellies^ etc., are shipped 
right here from a distance—much of it 
from the E astern States—while our 
owp fruit is rotting in the orchards. 
We m ight, instead of buying from 
abroad, not only supply our own trade 
w ith these canned goods, but ship 
them to all parts of the State and to 
the interior Territories. 
No great 
am ount of capital would be required 
to start such an enterprise on a mod­ 
erate scale, and if properly handled it 
could not but be rem unerative, while 
it would certainly be of great benefit 
to the country. 


The Library. 


The crowded state of the Library 
rooms is one of the strongest argu­ 
m ents for an increase of accommoda­ 
tions th at can be urged. The Libra­ 
rian informs th a t he is obiiged to bor­ 
row chairs from ail the neighboring 
offices to seat th e crowd of visitors, 
and th at the rooms are entirely inade­ 
quate to accommodate the large num ­ 
ber th at flock there whenever the 
doors are open. 
We are glad to an ­ 
nounce th at the bill authorizing the 
city to levy a tax for the purpose of 
im proving tiie L ibrary and m aking it 
free to the public has passed the Sen­ 
ate, and is likely to go through the 
Assembly w ithout opposition. 
The 
bill lias been amended so as to vest 
the ownership of the property in the 
city, correcting an oversight in the 
bill as originally presented. 


The Death of Mr. Weinschank. 


There seems to have been a few mis­ 
takes in the account of the death of 
Mr. W einschank, as a t first given to 
th e ‘public. From liis family W e learn 
th at there can be no doubt th at Mr. 
W . had descended from the orange 
tree 011 which lie was picking fruit 
when stricken down by disease of the 
heart, to which it is known that lie 
was subject. I t is the opinion of the 
physicians th a t instead of falling from 
the tree in an apopleptic fit, as at first 
supposed, he had descended. The con­ 
dition of the oranges in the sack—none 
of them being a t all bruised, and the 
sack being still in his hands—confirms 
this view. 


Plant tho Eucalyptus. 


The low grounds near the river 
ought to be planted in blue gum. 
That tree loves wet situations, and 
grows w ith astonishing rapidity. The 
high price of lum ber and firewood 
makes it the m ost profitable crop that 
can be raised 011 such land, and the 
well-known tendency of the tree to 
dissipate m iasm a is another reason 
w hy it should be planted there. 


Brain Work. 


Every once and a while we hear of a 
great outcry raised by brainless Bohe­ 
m ians about tho devastating influence 
of brain labor. 
W e are told that ex ­ 
cessive m ental labor is the m ain cause 
of the prem ature death of the A m eri­ 
can newspaper editors, preachers, poli­ 
ticians, m erchants, speculators, etc., 
and if we were to believe all the state­ 
m ents made in reference to the sub­ 
ject, we should be obliged to conclude 
that the only w ay to 


SECT UK LONGEVITY 
Would be to live in the most stupid 
and asinine m anner possible. The his­ 
tory of the foremost m en of our race, 
men who made their living by the la­ 
bor of their brains, does not bear up 
this assertion. N early all the great men 
of the world have lived to quite a re­ 
spectable age, and those who died in 
early youth died from other causes 
than excessive m ental exertion. Aris­ 
totle and Plato were certainly not 
killed by ¡inordinate brain 
labor, 
though they did. their share of i t ;

That ever graced this world, reached a 
very great age. 
George W ashington, 
Jefferson, Madison and Jackson had

Lord Falm erstone was not killed by 
any softening of the brain, and al­ 
most all the prom inent statesm en of 
England, France and Germ any that 
now live are old men, whose lives 
have been spent in incessant m ental 
work, often even of a m ost harrassing 
kind.

complains of too severe a strain on his 
brain lie is pretty apt to he w ithout an 
adequate supply of the article. The 
brain is like every other organ of the 
body, to be strengthen and harden by 
judicious and 
CONTINUOUS i;.\ K llt'ISK . 
When weakness, or “softening of 
the brain,” as it is politely called, sets 
in, it is probably the ease tlmt the 
brain has not had tho exercise neces­ 
sary to m aintain its normal strength 
and activity. 
Violent excitem ent, a bad digestion, 
inordinate use of alcoholic stim ulants 
and dissipation m ay cause softening of 
the brain and prem ature death, by 
means of an exhaustion of the brain 
pow er; but orderly, well-regulated 
brain work can only conduce to health. 
This is ti lesson that all am bitious 
young people—at least the young men 
—should take to heart, instead of fol­ 
lowing a doctrine that would under­ 
mine their health by inducing them 
to follow all sorts of dissipated habits, 
on the plea of sparing their brains and 
relaxing the tension of their over­ 
strained m ental powers.—[St. Louis 
Democrat.

12th has those Items: 
On Wednesday last, Janies Pa>iC and 
John G. Webster left Page’s ranch, in 
Salmon Falls township, with a team, 
for Clarksville, and returned home in 
the evening the worse for liquor. Both 
were single men, and no one was at 
home when they returned, though a 
brother of Page's returned soon after. 
Ente in the night James Page went 
into tho house and tried to break into 
the room of his brother, using threats 
airainst his life. The brother left the 
house in fear of his life, and discover­ 
ed near the corral the dead body of 
Webster, fearfully cut about the neck 
arid head with a" knife, and hastened 
to inform other parties of the fact. 
Page was arrested and brought to this 
city on Thursday. 
We learn that the revival meetings 
now being held in this city were con­ 
siderably disturbed on two or three 
occasions last week by roughs, and 
that the Methodist meeting had to oc 
closed one evening on that account. 
A shaft has been sunk 22 feet deep 
from the tunnel of the Ida Mitchell, 
and everything taken out, saved and 
worked. It yielded just an ounce of 
gold to the ton. This, when it was 
considered that it was well known 
that fully two-thirds of the rock work­ 
ed would not pay more than two or 
three dollars to the ton, is a very flat­ 
tering result. 


The Valverde Company. 


The corps that has been for some 
weeks engaged in the interest of the 
Valverde Company, in surveying and 
locating lands on the Mojave river,en­ 
gineering canals for irrigation, etc., 
under the charge of Dr. Rousseau 
have just returned, and report the 
prospects of the company as very flat­ 
tering. This is a corporation whose 
aim is to utilize the water of the 
Mojave river, instead of suffering it to 
sink in the sand of the desert, as here­ 
tofore, to take it from where it first 
emerges from the mountains, and 
where it passes over the bed rock by 
canals and ditches, distribute it to the 
rich alluvial lands below. Having se­ 
cured all the water at the point men­ 
tioned, there being no other within 
many miles, the company will own 
not only several thousand acres of the 
richest land in the State, but they will 
have a very extensive range for pas­ 
turage in the surrounding country, 
which will be useless to any others, it 
being impossible to procure water for 
them. 
Valverde will therefore be 
truly a verdant vale, with its luxuriant 
fields of grass and grain, while the 
surrounding plains and mountains 
will be covered with cattle, horses and 
sheep.—[S. B. Guardian*
